Francis addressed ti, committee, 
pointing out that the $1,000,000 had been se- 
cured by the St. Louis local authorities, Or 
this amount $5,009.000 had been raised by 
popular subscription and $5,000,000 by the is- 
sue of bonds. He said the spirit of the peo- 
ple of the State of Missouri and of the city 
of St. Louls was shown by the large vote 
supporting the issuance of bonds for Expo- 
sition purposes. The Certificate of the sec- 
retary of state of Missour! showed a large 
majority in the state voted favorable to the 
amendment authorizing the bonds and in 
St. Louls the vote showed eight-ninths fa- 
vorable to the bonds. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, Cha'!r- 
man Tawney stated that the sgmmfkipe 
Was convinced St. Louls was prepared to 
do its rt. The committee would meet 
again Monday, he said, when the bill will 
be read in sections in its corrected form, 
and an immediate report made upon it.

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Sergeant of Police James Hickman and an 
unidentified horsethief fought a pistol duel 
on horseback over the uneven clayfields at 
Manchester and Macklind 
o'clock Thursday morning. 

It was not a bloodless battle. The men 
| fought as for their lives, and the blood of 
|the participants crimsoned the yellow clay 
when the struggle was over. After their 
revolvers were emptied the policeman and 
the law breaker used their weapons as 
clubs, and fought until they were exhausted. 

A bullet pierced Sergt. Hickman’s arm 
and plowed its way for four inches through 
the flesh, Another bullet plerced hjs over- 
coat cape On the left side. Two other bul- 
lets entered the neck of his mount. _ 

he extent of the horsethief's injuries 
could not be learned. He managed to drag 
himself off the battlefield and escape in the 
extreme darkness that always precedes the 
dawn of a new day. 

Though weak and exhausted from the 
loss of blood, Sergt. Hickman captured the 
two horses his foe was endeavoring to es- 
cape with. He also captured his revolver, 
his cap and the lantern he carried on his 
arm in the early part of the struggle. These 
articles are at the Mounted District Police 
Station in Forest Park and they may lead 
to the identification and arrest of the man 
who gave Serget.

The ceremony began at St. James palace, 
where, at 9 o'clock, Edward VII was pro- 
claimed King of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and Emperor of 
India. The proclamation, which was read 
by William Henry Weldon, King-at-arms 
since 1894 and formerly Windsor herald, 
was as follows: 


“Whereas, it has pleased Almighty 
God to call to his mercy our late 
sovereign lady, Queen Victoria, of 
blessed and glorious memory, by 
whose decease the imperial crown of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland is solely and rightfully 
come to the high and mighty Prince 
Albert Edward; we, therefore, the 
Lords spiritual and temporal of this 
realm, being here assisted with those 
of her late majesty’s privy council, 
with numbers of other principal gen- 
tlemen cf quality, the lord mayor, 
aldermen and citizens of London, do 
now heb), with one voice. consent 
of toncde and heart to publish and 
prociaim that the high and mighty 

rince Albert Edward is now, by 
the death of our late sovereign of

The Braves Are in Open Rebellion 
Against Constituted Authority and 
Several Towns Are in 
Fear of Attack. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Indian sit- 
wation in Indian Territory is not consid- 
ered very grave in official circles, but a 
troop of cavalry has been ordered sent to 
the scene of the possible outbreak with al! 
possible dispatch. 

The attorney-general received from Unit- 
ed States Marshal Leo Bennett the follow- 
ing detailed account of the troubles: 

“Referring to my two letters to you dated 
Nov. 8, the Snake band of outlaws has or- 
ganized into several sections with about 30 
well-armed men in each. They are travel- 
ing the country between Eufaula and We- 
tumka and between Deep Fork and South 
Canadian rivers, intimidating the people. 


Have publicly whipped several, have killed 
at least one and generally are terrorizing 


the ple. They have organized in open 
rebellion against the constituted authorities 
and have destroyed several hundred allot- 


ment certificates issued to Creek Indians by 
the Dawes commission. They threaten 
death to all who oppose them and it is not 
Possible by ordinary means to serve war- 
rants now in hands of my deputies. 

My judgment prompts ‘earnest recom- 
mendation that a troop of cavalry, though 
numbering but fifty, will have more mora! 
effect in overawing these outlaws than 100 
deputies, and if such troops are sent into 
interior from po ey gee or Wetumka 
to co-operate pith s@all force of deputies, 
a conflict may be avoided which otherwise
